HAS  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  GONE  OUT 
OF  BUSINESS? 

(By  N.  W.  P.  Bacon.) 

I mean  so  far  as  the  settling  of  pas- 
tors over  churches  is  concerned.  Or  did 
he  ever  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
establishment  of  the  pastoral  relations? 
That  there  is  much  restlessness  among 
■astors  and  no  little  dissatisfaction  up- 
on the  part  of  churches,  leading  m many 
rnstances  to  brief  pastorates,  present 
i-ondi lions  leave  the  thoughtful  no  room 
to  question.  “To  what  is  this  condi- 
tion due?”  is  a question  that  the  more 
earnest  are  asking.  A candid  answer 
to  some  questions  might  aid  us  in  a solu- 
tion of  the  problem. 

1.  Does  Acts  20:28  — Take  heed 
therefore  unto  yourselves  and  to  all  the 
flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
Lath  made  you  overseers,  etc.,  teach 
that  in  apostalic  times  the  Holy  Spirit 
Fettled  pastors  over  the  churches? 

2.  If  it  does  not  teach  this,  then  what 
does  it  teach? 

3.  If  it  does  not  teach  that  the 
Spirit  settled  pastors  over  the  churches 
(in  apostolic  times)  , then  did  the 
•’Lurches  choose  whom  they  would“as 
pastors,  relying  upon  their  own  judg- 
ment as  to  their  fitness  for  the  position  ? 

4.  If  it  tenches  that  the  Spirit  settled 
pastors  in  apostolic  times  are  we  not 
bound  to  conculde  that  it  is  his  prerog 
ntive,  and  his  alone  to  do  so  now?  If 
it  ever  was  it  must  be  so  now.  If  one 
denies  this,  then  it  rests  upon  him 
to  show  when  the  Spirit  relinquished 
his  prerogative.  If  he  ever  did  so  it  can 
Le  shown.  If  it  cannot  be  shown,  then 
Baptists  must  allow  the  Spirit  to  exer- 
cise his  prerogative  of  settling  pastors 
over  chuches  or  repudiate  forever  their 
boast  being  governed  in  all  things  by 
r»  “Thus,  saith  the  Lord.” 

5.  Do  Baptist  churches  today  rely 
upon  the  Holy  Spirit  to  settle  pastors 
ever  them,  or  do  they  rely  upon 
their  own  judgment  as  . to  the  fit- 
ness of  a preacehr  for  the  position  of 
pastor  t 

fi.  Are  pastors  guided  by  the  Spirit 
in  choosing  a field? 

7.  To  be  more  direct:  Has  the  Holy 
Spirit  anything  to  do  now  with  the 
establishment  of  the  pastoral  relation? 

I shall  not  undertake  to  answer  these 
questions  but  relate  a few  incidentals 
and  leave  the  reader  to  draw  his  own 
conclusion  as  to  the  part  that  tlieuloly 
spirit  takes  in  the  establishment  of 
the  pastoral  relationship  in  many  in- 
stances today.  I heard  a prominent  pas- 
tor say  on  one  occasion  that  he  was  prov- 
•dentially  guided  to  a certain  field.  He 
wanted  to  educate  his  childern  and  not 
having  the  means  he  prayed  that  a way 
might  l>e  opened  by  which  he  could  do 
this.  In  answer  to  his  prayer  a call 
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came  to  him  from  a church  in  a college 
town.  After  a very  brief  pastorate  u 
call  came  from  auother  very  prominent 
church  j where  there  were  no  such  edu- 
cational advantages  and  he  accepted  the 
call  although  his  children  had  not  com 
pleted  their  education  and  that  too  when 
lie  was)  doing  a great  and  monumental 
work  ijnd  had  the  love  of  his  church. 
Take  another  case:  A call  came  to  an 
honored  brother  from  a certain  field. 
He  accepted  presumably  with  a know- 
ledge <)»f  the  amount  he  was  io  receive 
for  his)  support.  He  was  doing  a good 
work  ind  had  the  eontidenee  and  co 
operation  of  the  church;  and  yet  in  a 
few  nilmths  he  accepted  a call  to  an 
ether  fliurch.  The  church  thus  left 
withoujt  a pastor,  after  a few  months, 
extended  a call  to  another  church;  lie 
accepted,  remained  only  a few  months 
and  although  doing  a noble  work  and 
with  the  love  of  the  church  he  accepted 
work  elsewhere.  Now  disclaiming  all 
ihouglit  of  censorious  criticism.  1 ask 
the  question:  Did  the  Holy  Spirit  direct 
these  (marches  to  call  these  brethren  and 
did  hej  influence  these  to  accept  these 
calls— jail  of  them? 

If  We  did,  then  why  did  he  send  the 
first  brother  from  the  field  having  such 
educational  facilities  so  soon?  Why  not 
let  him  reninin  on  the  first  field  until  lus 
obildern  completed  their  education?  In 
the  second  instance,  if  the  Spirit  was 
leading  why  did  he  not  direct  the  pastor 
to  thefsecond  field  which  gave  a more 
adequate  suport  instead  of  having  him 
‘ncurltlie  needless  exjionse  of  moving 
on  the  first  field  where  the  support  was 
whohH  inadequate?  In  the  third  in- 
stance if  the  Spirit  was  guiding  nil  par 
ties  why  did  lie  send  the  brother  to  the 
first  field  for  just  a few  months  and 
change  his  work  completely?  If  the 
Spirit  was  guiding  these  churches  and 
preachers  in  all  these  calls  then  lie  was 
acting  queerly  to  sav  the  least  of  it. 

Take  one  mortOcnsc:  A brother  was 
invited  to  occupy  a vacant  pulpit  in  a 
distant  state  with  a view  to  a settle^ 
men?  ifs  pastor  of  the  church.  He 
and  preached.  A member  of  the  pulpit 
committee  (an  “abomination  of  desola- 
tion sitting  where  it  ought  not  ) ns^ 
sured  him  that  his  etort  was  appreciated 
but  informed  him  that  nothing  would 
be  done  until  the  church  had  heard 
several  other  preachers  whose  names 
were  lipon  the  list  of  available*  Pul 
the  Holy  Spirit  need  to  have  all  those 
preachers  “trotted  down  the  pike”  be- 
fore he  could  tell  which  one  would  be 
best  siiited  to  that  field?  Must  preach 
era  lie  “sampled  like  a bale  of  cotton  or 
a barrel  of  whiskey”  before  the  Spirit 
can  tel  where  to  locate  them?  Or  is  t 
lhat  the  churches  are  unwilling  to  risk 
♦he  Spirit  and  demand  a sample  before 
selecting  an  “overseer?”  (Acts  20:2H.) 


Nothing  is  farther  from  my  mind 
than  criticism  or  controversy.  But  1 
have  some  notion  about  the  settlement 
of  |iastors  and  wish  honestly  and  in  the 
fenr  of  God  to  know  if  these  are  sus- 
tained by  the  Scriptures)  If  them'  no- 
tions are  not  sustained  Hv  the  word  of 
God  then  I want  to  discaw  them  for 
they  are  exceedingly  ineinvWent  to  me. 
Now  in  order  that  I may  elicit  the  in 
formation  I seek  .and  to  set  the  brother 
hood  to  thinking  let  me  ask  n few  ques 
tions. 

1.  Does  the  Holy  Spirit  settle  Over 
churches  now  or  is  it  the  privilege  of 
the  churches  to  settle  over  them  whom- 
soever they  please? 

2.  Since  there  is  such  manifest  un- 
rest among  pastors  and  churches  may 
we  not  legitimately  infer  tlinf  there  is 
something  wrong  with  present  prac- 
tices—either  that  the  Holy  Spirit  never 
had  anything  to  do  with,  or  has  ceased 
to  direct  in  the  settlement  of  jMistors,  or 
else  preachers  and  churches  have  ceas 
cd  to  rely  upon  him  and  act  now  upon 
their  own  judgment? 

3.  If  the  Holy  Spirit  ever  had  any 
thing  to  do  with  the  establishment  of 
the  pastoral  relation  are  we  not  war 
ranted  in  believing  that  be  would  do  so 
now  if  the  preachers  and  churches 
would  only  leave  the  matter  to  him! 

4.  If  the  Spirit  directed  in  this  mat- 
ter would  there  be  so  many  pastorates 
of  such  very  brief  duration? 

5.  If  the  Spirit  directs  in  such  niat- 
terswhnt  good  can  come  to  either 
preachers  or  churches  from  having  a 
number  of  men  preach,  one  after  anoth- 
er with  a view  to  the  establishment  of 
!he  pastoral  relation,  and  what  passage 
of  scripture  warants  the  above  practice? 

6.  What  should  influence  a church 
in  extending  a call,  to  a pastor?  ff 

7.  What  should  influence  n pastor 
in  changing  fields? 

8.  If  Acts  20:28  teaches  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  anything  to  do  now 
with  the  establishment  of  the  pastoral 
relation,  then  have  we  not  ‘ drifted 
very  far  afield?”

W hen  one 
is  directly  under  the  Bridge  be  is  18'> 
feet  Pom  the  lower  part  of  the  Bridge. 
That  shows  that  the  Bridge  is  a massive 
lock,  31  feet  thick.  100  feet  wide  and 
spanning  a 90  feet  gorge  and  extending 
< n each  side  of  the  gorge  for  a distance 
unknown. 

One  half  mile  up  the  gorge  one  comes 
lo  a lost  river  that  is  seen  for  a minute 
ns  if  passes  on.  no  one  knows  where. 
Onp  half  mile  further  up  the  gorge  and 
ihere  is  an  abrupt  rock  elevation  of  .>0 
feet  over  wliieh  the  water  plunges  mad- 
ly and  beautifully  and  is  called  the  I ace 
Water  Falls.  There  are  many  caves 
along  the  side  of  the  gorge,  but  none  of 
them  of  much  importance. 

A register  is  kept  of  the  people  who 
visit  the  Bridge.  One  year  there  were 
15000  people  who  visited  here  but  usu- 
ally there  are  from  4000  to  .>000  annu- 
ally.

of  the  ancient  prophecy,  “Peace  on 
earth  and  good  will  to  men.” 

All  the  nations,  especially  all  the  nn  i 
tions  of  Christendom,  are  in  closer  touch 
with  each  other  than  at  any  previous 
lime  in  the  world’s  history.  They  are 
hound  together  by  multiplied  cornmer 
eial  ties,  by  rapid  trannsit  of  various 
1 inds  on  sen  and  land,  by  electric  win*-; 
that  span  the  continents,  reach  all  is 
lands  and  rest  secure  on  the  beds  of  the 
oceans.  Most  wonderful  of  all,  they  un- 
bound together  by  that  strangest  and 
most  remarkable,  of  all  inventions,  the 
vireless  telegraph. 

Surely  it  is  high  time  that  we  should 
all  unite  in  a supreme  effort  to  find  a 
better  way  of  settling  international  con  i 
tentions  and  disagreements  than  by  the 
wicked  waste  of  untold  wealth  and  the 
wholesale  slaughter  of  human  beings. 

In  snch  a crisis  ns  this,  when  the 
movement  for  world  arbitration  and 
pence  has  made  such  enormous  progress 
both  among  the  mases  of  people,  and  in 
the  governments  themselves,  the  religi 
on s press,  the  clergy  of  every  Christian 
eburch.  all  lenders  of  religions  orenni 
zations  and  all  patriots  and  philan

Thing  Always  to  Be  Remembered  Is 
Never  to  Mix  Sweet  and 
Sour  Milk. 

The  woman  who  bakes  cake 
should  heed  these  little  hints: 

In  recipes  in  which  milk  is  used 
as  one  Ingredient  never  mix  sweet 
and  sour  together,  as  that  has  r 
tendency  to  make  the  cake  heavy. 

Alwaya  sift  the  flour,  not  merely 
because  there  may  be  dirt  in  it,  but 
because  packing  injures  its  lightness 
and  sifting  res'ores  it  and  makes 
bread  and  cake  lighter. 

Before  beginning  to  mix  a cake  it 
is  better  to  collect  all  the  ingredi- 
ents which  entr  into  it,  otheryise  one 
Or  more  of  them  may  oe  omitted  and 
thus  spoil  the  cake. 

All  cakes  without  yeast  snould 
have  the  flour  mixed  in  quickly  just 
as  it  goes  into  the  oven.
